I bee to acknowledge the receipt 


of your favor of recent date, rela- 
tive to Senate BUI Pr. 727, common- 
ly known as the Lowman bill. In re- 
lation to fees

motor vehicles. 
I appreciate very

the governor in his .message to the

maintenance.

md should bear the expense of it." 
The legislature Just adopted a sys- 
tem of highways as shown by a map 
known as the Hewitt map, which pro- 
rides for a total mileage of eleven 
thousand miles.

Ore hundred miles of 
this road is 


now constructed or under the process 
of construction. 
I understand that 


there is to be bnilt this year five 
hundred miles ot road, according to 
the plans of the state commissioner 
of highways. 


The tax on motor vehicles in 1920 


was gross about 
$8,500,000. 
It 


costs about 1500.000 to maintain the 
bureau of (Collection and inspection. 
One-fourth of this money or about 
11,000.000 was turned over to the 
localities, that is. the various towns 
in the counties for the benefit of 
\o«n roads, which left an available 
balance for the state of $6.000,000, 
ill of which was directly applied to 
highway maintenance. 


It is estimated that it costs one 


thousand dollars a mile to maintain 
state roads altar,,they are built, so 
that for 1922, the stale will have to 
tarnish $9,000,000 for maintenance 
and the increase* provided for by the 
Lowman bill are expected to produce 
an additional 
$3,000,000, 
making 


tbe total tax going to the state for 
1»22 of »9,0»0,000.
